Copy of a Letter written from: Madrid the 18th of 
June 1706. by a Perfor of Credit. 
Dear Sir, 

( I have receiv’d your Letter of the 13ch paft, in 

‘which you acquaint me* with the Battle 
‘ fought the 23d. I fhall fay tiothing to you upon 
‘jt, but that we are in the Hands of the Almighty, 
‘and let his Will‘be done, We have fince heard of 
‘ the Lofs of ‘all Brabant : This, the march of the 
‘ Portuguefe into the Heart of Caftile, and the Sub- 
‘miffion of all the Towns to the Archduke, as 
Salamanca, Peneranda, and Avila, have deter- 
‘min’d our King to retire from hence: And pur- 


\ ¢ fuant to that Refolution the Queen went away this 


‘very Day at 3 in the Afternoon, with the Princefs 
‘of Urfini and fome other Lady: The King will 
‘ be going to Night; and ‘tis faid will take the di- 
‘rect Road to Pampelona. The Earl of Peterbo- 
‘row with his Army, and the Archduke, are at 
‘ Velez 13 Leagues from hence; and the Portuguefe 
‘are at las Navas del Marguez, but 11 Leagues 
‘from this Capital. °Tis talk’d the Councils and 
‘fome of the chief Noblemen will go hence to 
-' Morrow, but-I believe nothing of it; we thall fee 
‘to Morrow: Be that as it will, the Enemy will 
‘ be here in a little Time, nothing can hinder them, 
‘P.S. Tis now faid the chief Perfons of Qua- 

‘ lity will go from hence this Evening, becaufe Ad- 
‘vice is come fince Ihave been Writing, that she 
* Pottuguefe are advanc'd fo near, that they may 
“eafily reach hither to morrow or next. Day at 
* furtheft, whieh in all likelihood will’ give the 
‘ finithing Stroke. God grant us what is beit: I 
* recommend you, Dear Sir, to bis holy Protection, 

‘and am &c.

Madrid, June 18. Orders are iffued for the 
Troops that were in feveral Places to draw togezher 
and march to reinforce the Duke of Berwick. The 
King isto go and put himfelf at their Head ; and ’tis 
believ'd he will marck to meet thofe that are returning 
throuzh Navarre, in order to oppofe the Progrefs of 
the Enemy, ‘who having met no Oppofition have 
entred Salamanca, and ate advancing into Caftile. 
Tis hop'd that when thofe Troops, which make 
bard Marches, are arriv'’d, we hall be in a Condition 


. tooblige the-Enemy co retire, becaufe moft of the 


aces they are’ poffefs‘'d of are defencelefs, and the 
People ftill appear very averfe to fubmit to the 
Portuguefe affifted by Foreigners. The Grandees 
to whom the King hascommunicated his Refolution, 
have exprefs'd as great Zeal as ever for his Pevfon, 
and for the Defence of the State, offering to contri- 
bute thereto eath according to bis Ability. His Ma- 
jefty has made the Duke of Giovenazzo, Brother of 
the Cardinal del Giudice, Councellor of State. The 
Bithop of Jaen has made a confidetable Prefent to 
‘the King, for carrying on the War, and the Chapter 
of his Cathedral has done the like.
